The Frankfort Coal Trust may 
be said to consist of the two ele- 
vator companies. They control 
the market. They control the 
price. Coal is cheaper by barge 
than »by rail. The small dealers, 
who are supplied by rail are, 
therefore, at the mercy of the ele- 
vator folks. When the latter 
raise the price, the small dealer 
must acquiesce and duplicate the 
raise, <<r they may bo squeezed 
out by the elevator folks selling 
at cost. There is no excuse for 
ooal selling at 16 cents per bushel. 
ThH coal sold at that price costs 
no more than coal sold at 12 
cents. At 16 cents, the dealers 
are, do doubt, doubling their 
money. They are equalizing 
from the citizens on the smaller 
profit they get from the distiller- 
ies, the penitentiary, the power 
house, waterworks, etc. 

There is only one way to meet 
the unnecessary burdens imposed 
by the Frankfort Coal Trust. 
Combine and buy your coal in 
car load lots, and haul it out, 
load and load alike, dividing the 
excess above in'equal portions. It 
can be done. Coal will then cost 
you less than 16 cents per bushel. 
Dealers say the citizens put up 
less coal than usual last summer. 
Hence, probably the squeeze.
